Struggle

“We’re going 
to be burned?” they asked, warily. 


Humour 

The sculptor then tried to explain that 
fire was often, mistakenly, seen as a kind of 
punishment. “Punishment for the people 
who made this statue?” asked an African 
girl, almost hopefully. With admirable 
good humour, Gormley admitted he couldn’t 
guarantee people would get the point, but 


he thought it was worth a go. Even so, the 
native population of Margate held similar 
views to the new arrivals. One man 
approved, if not for the right reason. “Stick 
a few yobbos in it, and I'll be there," he 
said. A fellow Margater seemed more 
delighted at the prospect of watching her 
old sofa going up in flames, than taking 
part in a community art-happening. 

But this was the film’s point. It didn’t try 
to pretend that everyone in town turned 
into an art-lover, nor that the sculpture was 
greeted with total hostility. Foreign and 
home-grown alike were amused, bemused, 
indifferent — they reacted like people. 

And good art should always be about 
people. Because when it’s not, it’s rubbish.
